Asylum Seekers 


The number of applications has nearly trebled 
in the past six years from 30,000 in 1996 
to 86,000 in 2002 (if accompanying 
dependents are added that year's total is 
in fact 110,700). We now take 23% of all 
asylum seekers entering the EU, more than 
Germany and twice as much as France. 

In the period 1989-99 nearly 63% of 
the 356,200 applicants and dependents were 
refused permission to stay, but only a quarter 
of those refused permission are believed to 
have left the country. Thus 84% stayed on. 


What Is the cost? 


In 2002 the cost was estimated at £1.8 billion, 
the cost of legal advice is additional and in 
2002/3 was standing at £150 million. 

The practical effect of this is that virtually 
anyone who reaches the UK can claim asylum 
and every case must go through an expensive 
legal process irrespective of the weakness 
of the claim and that the English public are 
expected to clothe, feed, house and educate 
thousands of people with (apparently) an 
open ended commitment. 

If you challenge this state of affairs you 
are branded “racist. All we want to know is 
why is Labour undermining our society in this 
way ? When will the people of this country 
stand up and say enough is enough? After 
all it is our own children who will find difficulty 
being housed and educated. The Universities 
are so full of foreign students our children will 
be fighting for their places! Our people must 
come first, Labour has no business spending 
our hard earned taxes funding other countries, 
subsidising Europe, and opening the door to

millions of immigrants. It is not a question of 
“race” as the Liberal left love to complain, it is 
a question of “space”.

Unionist Party 


The Tories have a dismal record in defending 
England's interests. They have a sclerotic 
management structure which seems to ignore the 
needs or wishes of their grass roots. They also cling 
fiercely to an idea of the Union, that, post devolution 
in Scotland and Wales, no longer exists. 

In seven years of opposing an incompetent 
Labour government, the Tories have barely scored 
any direct hits on them.

Let's put our people first for once and worry 
less about Iraq, Bosnia and the rest and worry about 
our elderly living on a pittance and our third world 
health, education and crumbling transport system. 
Let's sort out our own society, ridding ourselves of 
the scourge of multi-culturalism, racial discrimination, 
and the divisions created by Labour's divisive 
introduction of political correctness, which has 
promoted apartheid style policies. Our country has 
been badly damaged by Labour, let the English 
Democrats bring back some balance, common sense 
and practical solutions to a country in crisis.

European Election Analysis - 


130,056 votes in 5 Regions 1.39% of the vote 


This was the very FIRST time the English 


Democrats ever appeared in a national election. 


Whilst we are all ambitious for the party, we 
must accept that to the public we are largely 
unknown. The media were totally uninterested 
in anything other than the big three parties 
and although the voting trends showed 
increasing numbers of the population turning 
to what the BBC and the papers called “the 
smaller parties", the media gave little if any of 


the smaller parties any publicity. We did 
complain that the BBC gave the RESPECT party 
(left wing/trades union funded) considerable 
coverage, despite the fact that we beat them 

in 3 of the five regions we jointly challenged. 
Active discrimination against the EDP and their 
message of fairness for England was evident 
right across the media — despite this we made 
a creditable showing, coming mid-table in most 
of the regions in which we stood. We gained 


more votes than UKIP and the BNP did the first 
time they stood, so our results have to be seen 
in the same context. We were 18 months old 
when we contested this election, when you 
compare our achievement against those parties 
who have been electioneering for decades our 
achievement is all the more remarkable — the 
signs are good, we now need to expand and 
through our membership spread the word, 

so that next time the vote comes our way!

Protocols of association & 
general rules for information 


It is a sad fact of life that there are individuals and organisations who would seek to undermine 
the success of the EDP. One of the ways they can do this is to behave in a way that is likely to 
bring the party into disrepute. Since our launch in September 2002, we have had a relatively 
smooth transition into a fully functioning party. Inevitably banana skins will be placed before 
us, the best we can do is to not drop them ourselves! To this end every candidate, every officer, 
and every co-ordinator will be asked to sign “A Protocol of Association". This is simply an 
undertaking to make clear your obligations as a representative of the EDP. Professionalism, 
propriety, commitment to the party Manifesto and the responsibilities we have to the people of 
England are part of this agreement and everyone working on behalf of the party accept this 
protocol prior to taking on a role with us. In addition, interviews and the required checks, are 
also undertaken to ensure that people gaining office within the party do so in a transparent and 
open fashion and we minimise the chance of admitting people who would seek to damage our 
organisation. You can be a member of more than one political party, but only those members 
who are sole members of the English Democrats Party can stand as party candidates. 
Applications from all members, irrespective of age, sex, disability, ethnicity or geographical 
location are warmly welcomed!
